The State’s General Fund 
held a cash balance of $9,- 
405,333 on the last day of 
November, State ControU^ 
Alan Cranston announced 
today. It was $44,659,972 on 
the same date a year ago. 

Cranston’s report on the 
first five months of the 
1963-64 fis<;al years shows 
that revenues totaled $675,• 
493,327, a 3.8 per cent In¬ 
crease from last year, while 
expenditures totaled $824,- 
251,965, up 10.57 per cent. 

TTie Controller previously 
Indicated that the General 
Fund might have to borrow 
approximately $12.> million 
from other state funds to 
tide it over the lean reve¬ 
nue months of December 
and January. The loans will 
be repaid when the flow of 
revenues Increases In the 
spring. 

Cranston noted that the 
sales tax, the General 
Fund’s leading sin g 1 e 
source of revenue, produced 
$406,742,323 through No¬ 
vember 30 — up 7.4 per cent 
from a year ago. 

Other major sources of 
revenue were: Bank and 
corporation franchise and 
Incomes taxes, $106,062,561; 
personal Income taxes, $34, 
581,035; cigaret tax, $30,733,- 
807; inheritance tax, $29,-
